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County and State File Action 
To Correct Plaza Clay Hills

State and county officials moved on two fronts last week to 
speed up long-desired correction work in connection with the 
Beltway Plaza clay cliffs and the sedimentation problems created 
by the new construction work at the shopping center. 

At Upper Marlboro on October 5, 


a criminal suit was filed against 
the Beltway Plaza owners, First 
National Realty Corporation, and 
Sidney J. Brown personally for al¬ 
legedly polluting Indian Creek, Ar¬ 
thur Marshall, State’s Attorney for 
Prince Georges County, joined with 
Francis B. Burch, Maryland State 
Attorney, in filing the suit which 
cited eight counts of pollution and 
failure of the accused to obey cor¬ 
rection orders issued by the State 
Department of Water Resources 
(SDWR). Each count carries r 
maximum fine of $10,000 and/or 
up to a year in jail. 

At the same time, the County 
Office of Building Inspections and 
Permits (BIP) on October 1 issued 
a stop-work order to the Savoy 
Construction Company engaged in 
constructing 58 new stores in a 
shopping mall adjacent to Klein’s. 
The reason for the stop order, ac¬ 
cording to BIP officials, was fail¬ 
ure of the construction company 
to properly complete sedimentation 
facilities prior to removal of excess 
dirt along Gentry Drive in accord¬ 
ance with the building permit. The 
stop-work order relates only to 
the removal of the dirt and not to 
building construction at the shop- 
pi?ig mall. 

The major problem facing the 
Beltway Plaza complex is the pol¬ 
lution caused by the washing away 
of the red clay soil, which is car¬ 
ried through the storm drains to 
Indian Creek, a tributary of the 
Anacostia. To prevent further er¬ 
osion, the two agencies — SDWR 
and BIP — are seeking proper 
sedimentation and grading controls. 

Brown told the News Review 
that he submitted engineering plans 
for the correction of the Beltway 
slope early last winter. When the 
county refused to approve grad¬ 
ing permit until certain modifica¬ 
tions were made in the plan, Brown 
said that he instructed the cons¬ 
truction company to “take care of 
the matter,” They have not yet 
done so, he said. 

Brown said he received a letter 
from Marshall last month indicating 
possible legal action unless Brown 
showed that satisfactory steps were 
being taken to solve the pollution 
problems at Beltway Plaza. Brown 
complained that despite the fact 
that he advised Marshall of his 
plans, the suit was still filed. 

History 

County concern with the cliff 
problem stemmed from the time 
of Klein’s construction in 1963. 
Frustrated by unsuccessful efforts 
to eliminate the hazardous slope, 
the county, in the spring of 1966, 
filed suit against First National and 
secured a stipulation that correc¬ 
tive work would be done. There 
followed some work on the slope 
closest to Greenbelt Road and then 
followed years of inactivity. 

Last November the SDWR, arm¬ 
ed with new powers under the 
State Pollution Abatement Law, en¬ 
tered the picture and secured prom¬ 
ises of further corrective action 
from Brown. There followed a six- 
month impasse before BIP last 
month finally agreed to the engin¬ 
eering plans proposed by First Na¬ 
tion Realty for correcting the rest 
of the slope. 

The suit charges Brown with vi¬ 
olating a SDWR order issued on 
May 6, 1970 “to take necessary 
corrective action to prevent pollu¬ 
tion of the waters of the State of 
Maryland”. An SDWR spokesman 
explained the effects of high sedi¬ 


mentation content on major bodies 
of water such as the Potomac. The 
sediment settles, kills micro-organ¬ 
isms, that fish feed on, and destroys 
the habitat of fish by affecting 
turbidity (measure of light penetra¬ 
tion) and oxygen. 

Marshall said that this suit is 
the first such type criminal action 
taken by the county. 

Stop-Order 

With respect to the stop-order, 
the county wants berms (ditches) 
and dikes constructed which would 
direct water into sedimentation 
basins and thus control the water. 
The construction company alleged¬ 
ly removed truck loads of dirt be¬ 
fore doing this work as required. 
In addition, the county wants the 
clay mounds behind the new shop¬ 
ping center dressed-up, seeded, and 
graded. According to BIP, the sed¬ 
imentation plans must be carried 
out before a use and occupancy 
permit will be granted.

Paper Pick-up Policy 
In the Event of Rain 

As is the case with any outdoor 
job, rain and snow will make it 
impossible for the City to pick up 
papers for recycling on the sched¬ 
uled day. The reason for this is 
that water adds greatly to the 
weight of paper and this makes the 
pick-up process more costly and 
time-consuming. In addition, the 
reclamation center will not accept 
wet papers because of the impos¬ 
sibility of obtaining accurate weight 
for the shipment. Therefore, these 
papers will have to be taken to 
the dump and not recycled. For 
these reasons, in the event of rain, 
please do not put your papers out¬ 
side for pickup. 

In the event of such an occur¬ 
ence, the city crews will pick up 
the papers on the next regular 
weekly workday on which the wea¬ 
ther is satisfactory. For the Oc¬ 
tober pick-up, should it rain on 
Friday, pick-up will be on the fol¬ 
lowing Tuesday as Monday is a 
holiday. Should the weather be 
inclement on Tuesday, then the 
crews will go out on Wednesday, 
etc. Your cooperation in this mat¬ 
ter will be greatly appreciated andi 
will continue to make the paper 
recycling program a success. 


Residents Veto Annexation 

Residents of the areas affected 
by College Park’s plans for annex¬ 
ation voted against the action in a 
special referendum on Monday, 
September 27. The vote was 57 to 
33. 

The city council of College Park 
on April 13 had voted for the an¬ 
nexation which would have brought 
a large part of the Agricultural 
Research Center and the small res¬ 
idential neighborhood of Acredale 
within the city boundaries of Col¬ 
lege Park. Acredale residents and 
a few people on the Federal farm 
subsequently petitioned for a ref¬ 
erendum. 

The city of Greenbelt had op¬ 
posed the annexation of that part 
of the Research Center immediate¬ 
ly north of Greenbelt’s boundaries. - 

College Park officials said they 
desired the annexation so as to 
give the city some control over 
development of the Research Cen¬ 
ter should the Federal government 
relinquish any of it. 


City Council Prepares 
For Heavy Schedule

In preparation for a busy fall schedule, the newly-elected city 
council used most of its October 4 meeting to get the city’s ad¬ 
ministrative machinery oiled up for business. Among its actions 
were 

—setting up orientation meetings with the city’s advisory 
boards and administrative heads. 

—agreeing upon a procedure for filling advisory board va¬ 
cancies. 

—referring to the advisory boards reports submitted by the 
city manager on sidewalk construction and right-of-way clear¬ 
ances, group picnic policies, master plan for development of Green¬ 
belt Lake Park and Braden Field, and the State’s Twenty-year 
Highway Needs Study. 

—modifying its procedures for conduct of council meetings by 
eliminating the Lord’s Prayer. 

—directing the city manager that he keep on top of develop¬ 
ments with respect to school site plans in the Smith-Ewing tract 
so that the city may make its views known to the school board and 
the Maryland National Capital Park and Planning Commission. 


Juveniles Charged 
With Littering 

Under the City of Greenbelt’s 
new anti-littering ordinance, six 
juveniles were recently charged 
with being delinquent for throwing 
and breaking bottles on Southway 
Rd. 

An adult charged with littering 
can be fined up to $109. It is also 
possible for the police to issue a 
notice of violation in which case 
the violator may pay a $3 penalty 
or go to court. 

Since juveniles cannot be fined, 
the six, all boys, were released into 
their parents' custody pending fur¬ 
ther legal action. The city police 
have referred the case to the coun¬ 
ty Juvenile Bureau which then re¬ 
fers it to the Intake Officer in 
Upper Marlboro, who decides 
whether the case is serious enough 
to be referred to the Juvenile 
Court. 

The boys were observed at 9:40 
p.m., September 18, throwing the 
bottles onto the road. The police 
officer who arrived on the scene 
also saw the act being committed. 
The fire department’s service truck 
had to be called to sweep the glass 
from the roadway and the city’s 
maintenance crew later collected it 
and took it away. 

Chief William Lane wishes to 
point out that the city has always 
had an anti-littering ordinance and 
the police have had occasion to 
make charges when people have, 
for example, dumped items into the 
lake or flagrantly littered else¬ 
where. 

Film on Drug Abuse 

The Greenbelt JAYCEES will 
present a film on drug abuse at 
the Greenbelt Branch of the Prince 
Georges County Memorial Library. 
The film, “Are Drugs the Answer?’^ 
will be shown at 8 p.m, on Mon¬ 
day, October 11. 

After the film two experts will 
be available to answer questions 
concerning drugs and drug abuse. 
There will be free literature and 
the library will have a display of 
available reference material. The 
public is invited.

Substantive Matters 

The council also passed on sev¬ 
eral substantive matters. It re¬ 
quested the city manager and city 
solicitor bo draft amendments to 
the county’s mandatory dedication 
ordinance which could be submit¬ 
ted to the county council and MN- 
CPPC for action. The city is con¬ 
cerned over the confusion that has 
arisen with respect to the manda¬ 
tory dedication ordinance which 
provides that new subdivisions 
must dedicate 10% of the tract (5 
percent in case of single-family 
subdivisions )to MNCPPC as open 
space or provide a cash payment in 
lieu of. 

MNCPPC has interpreted the or¬ 
dinance as not applying in full to 
Greenbelt, since the park authority 
in Greenbelt is the city not MNC¬ 
PPC and therefore only money and 
not land can be donated. The coun¬ 
cil wants amendments providing 
that open space in new subdivis¬ 
ions or the equivalent in cash pay¬ 
ment be donated to the appropriate 
park authority in the jurisdiction 
involved. Also it will seek amend¬ 
ments that provide for larger cash 
payments than just the assessed 
valuation when “payments in lieu 
of dedication” are made. 

Additional Employment 

The council approved the city 
taking advantage of the Emergen¬ 
cy Employment Act of 1971 under 
which the Federal Government will 
pay 90% of the cost of employing 
additional municipal help for up 
to a 2-year period of time, with 
the understanding that the city will 
permantly employ these people (us¬ 
ually veterans), either as a result of 
job vacancies occurring due to 
resignations or by authorizing ad¬ 
ditional job positions. City plans 
call for an additional employee for 
the Public Works department and 
an additional police officer. City 
manager James Giese said that the 
city’s share for this program can 
be financed out of present salary 
accounts. 

Leased Parking 

The council approved the idea 
of leasing certain parking spaces 
for a fee to businesses in the Cen¬ 
ter Mall who need reserved space. 
Included would be the space pres¬ 
ently assigned to doctors. 

Bond Issue Money 

Council approved the use of bond 
issue money left over from the 
widening of Southway construction

for improvements on Crescent 
Road. Council member Rhea Cohen 
voted against the motion because 
detailed plans for the improve¬ 
ments were not available. Giese 
said that the transfer of funds was 
in accordance with the original in¬ 
tent to use bond issue money for 
both Southway and Crescent Rd. 
improvements. He said about $15,003 
was left over, of which $2,000-$3. r 30 
was needed to pay the engineering 
fees in connection with the study 
of reducing the hump in the road 
near St. Hugh’s Church. 

Zoning Bill 

The council expressed approval of 
a bill drafted by county executive 
William Gullett which would re¬ 
quire a two-thirds vote of the coun¬ 
ty council to amend a zoning map 
with respect to any land lying 
within a one-mile radius of a muni¬ 
cipality, if the amendment conflicts 
with the recommendation of the go¬ 
verning body. The council also went 
on record in favor of legislation 
which would exempt construction 
projects undertaken by counties and 
cities from the Maryland retail sales 
tax, and of expansion of the Blue 
Plains water treatment plant. 

Appointments 

Mayor Richard Pilski asked that 
persons interested in serving on the 
city’s advisory boards submit re¬ 
sumes of their background. These 
resumes will be kept on file so that 
the city will not have to start from 
scratch with each new vacancy. At 
present, there is one vacancy on the 
Park and Recreation Advisory 
Board and one vacancy on the Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board — the latter 
created by Gil WeidenfeJd’s election 
to council. Council reappointed 
Joseph V. Mulvihill to the APB 
for a 3-year term expiring October 
1974. Council member Charles 
Schwan announced his resignation 
as chairman of the City’s Indoor 
Swimming Pool Committee. 

Lord’s Prayer 

The elimination of the Lord’s 
prayer from the beginning of city 
council meetings was voted unani¬ 
mously after council decided to 
substitute a minute of silent medi¬ 
tation. The general feeling was 
that it was up to each council to 
decide its own procedures. Schwan 
thought that a specific prayer was 
inappropriate for a cosmopolitan 
bory. Katherine Keene, noting 
that the meetings of city council 
are a non-religious activity, felt 
that “people attending should not 
be expected to engage in prayer or 
make an exhibit of themselves by 
not praying.” 

Other Matters 

Council introduced for first read¬ 
ing a resolution authorizing a 50% 
reduction in garbage fees to home- 
owners entitled to receive a city 
property tax credit by reason of age 
or income. 

Council accepted the 1970/71 audit 
report prepared by the firm of Lee, 
Hendricks, Hale, and Co. ... It 
authorized reprints of the city 
charter to be sold for $3 a copy. . . . 
It put on the next meeting’s agenda 
the county’s proposed landlord- 
tenant code. 

With Giese scheduled to be ab¬ 
sent for most of the month of Oc¬ 
tober on a trip to Europe, the 
council designated Albert S. Attick 
as acting city manager.

Groups Seek Local 
Drug Control Programs 

The city council at its October 
4 meeting had the unusual exper¬ 
ience of hearing from three organ¬ 
izations interested in drug control 
programs. The Prince Georges 
county, through its leaders Wilbert 
R. Wilson and Mark Dann, -reques¬ 
ted city office space to be used as 
a base of operations for its rov¬ 
ing youth leaders who will provide 
educational and counseling servic¬ 
es to the youth, parents, and schools 
in the Riverdale/Greenbelt area. 


To the Editor; 

The past election, though fair in 
some respects, shows need for 
changing our voting system. Two 
years ago we had a bullet vote. 
This time it was conducted on be¬ 
half of at least half the candidates 
and spread by word of mouth. Last 
time leaflets were issued and many 
more voters took part. 

Not only did these bullet votes 
create bad feelings but they hurt 
the very voters that used them. The 
bullet voters, instead of casting 
five votes and helping elect five, 
cast four or less votes and hence 
elect fewer. 

The bullet vote is neither illegal 
nor unethical. If one is strongly 
in favor of one candidate and does 
not care much for the others, that 
voter should cast only one vote. If 
more than one vote is cast it may 
help defeat his favorite candidate. 
What is wrong is the voting sys¬ 
tem. 

There are several systems that 
do away with or reduce the evils 
of the bullet vote. Most are worse 
than our present system. The best 
method is proportional representa¬ 
tion (PR) whereby voters make as 
many choices as they wish, num¬ 
bering their favorite candidates 1, 
2, 3 . . . The voter need not be 
afraid to make more than one choice 
because under PR succeeding votes 
will not be counted until the first 
choice has been elected, or has 
come out at the bottom and is de¬ 
feated. 

PR is first of all proportional. 
Thus if five are to be elected, any 
group of 20% of the voters would 
be able to elect a councilman. If 
SpringhiJl Lakers feel they need a 
councilman of their own, they 
could do so without forming a slate 
and urging a bullet vote. 

PR would do much more than 
eliminate the bullet vote. The News 
Review noted that there were few 
fireworks in the campaign. One 
reason was that each candidate 
needed about half the votes, in¬ 
stead of 20%, to win. Hence each 
candidate tried to be all things to 
all voters. The result was a bland 
campaign. 

Mayor Pilski, one of the more 
conservative candidates, had some 
of the most liberal voters behind 
him. Mrs. Cohen, undoubtedly the 
most liberal candidate, went so far 
as to have a conservative Republi¬ 
can write her main piece of liter¬ 
ature. With PR all this would 
change. The candidates would 
speak out and tell what they really 
believe and there would be discus¬ 
sion on the basic issues.

Leaves For Compost 

Fallen autumn leaves are termed 
“black gold” by the Prince Georges 
County Beautification Committee 
and a memorandum points out that 
it’s hard to beat decomposed leaves 
for making compost—invaluable to 
gardeners as fertilizer and mulch, 

Homemade compost saves the 
homeowner the cost of peat moss, 
ground conditioners, commercial 
fertilizer and mulch. 

Committee officials noted that 
leaves can be made into compost 
in a backyard hole or an enclosure 
of wire or concerte blocks. Wet 
leaves should be piled in layers 
sloping downward from the center. 
A high nitrogen-content fertilizer 
should be placed between the 
layers. Grass clippings may also 
be added. 

The top of the pile should be 
thoroughly wet and covered with 
dirt. When the leaves crumble, 
the compost is ready to be used to 
nourish the ground and protect 
roots of shrubs and bushes.

The Ridge Road Recreation Cen¬ 
ter was suggested as a center.

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GHI Board Holds Spirited 
Discussion on Surveys

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board, with the critical partici¬ 
pation of about fifteen members, dealt last Thursday evening with 
two major items, both of which are probably of much significance 
for the future of the cooperative. Board members reported that 
discussions are being held with auditing firms, one of which will 
be selected to cany out the management audit urged by several 
of the members in attendance. The other important action was a 
motion to enter into a contract with a consulting firm, Architectur¬ 
al Affiliates, to carry out the first phase of a comprehensive en¬ 
gineering survey of at least the frame homes. 

The meeting was marked by ac- —- 
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five give-and-take between board 
and audience ,the latter group also 
taking the opportunity to register 
some individual complaints about 
heating. 

Management Audit 

Chairman Nat Shinderman opened 
the discussion of the proposed 
management audit by reporting 
that about seven bids have come in 
from reputable firms, but that the 
amount GHI can spend on the audit 
is still an unknown quantity be¬ 
cause the new budget hasn’t been 
outlined yet. He mentioned that 
the board had met with one firm 
already. 

Martha Hutzler, from the floor, 
raised an objection to the qualifi¬ 
cations of this particular firm’s 
staff. Eunice Coxon added some 
further questions; she asked whe¬ 
ther interested members would 
have a chance to talk directly to 
the auditors, and questioned whe¬ 
ther the GHI manager and his 
staff should be allowed to sit in 
on meetings between the board and 
the chosen auditing firm before 
members are informed of any con¬ 
clusions that may come out. 

Shinderman replied that though 
the board could not tell the firm 
how to conduct its survey, one of 
the firms had mentioned the possi¬ 
bility of making a mail survey of 
the members; and he stated that 
only the board would be involved 
in the preparation of the survey's 
final report. 

Two motions resulted from the 
board-audience discussion. The first, 
by director Darwin Beck, will have 
the board proceed to contact other 
firms, including a Baltimore firm 
proposed originally by Mabel Kand- 
Ier. A second motion by director. 
Thomas White commits the board 
to meeting the firms in a particu¬ 
lar sequence - this was favored by 
the members present. Director 
David Lange noted there would be 
a time limit imposed on these meet¬ 
ings because of the necessity of 
including the audit expense in the 
upcoming budget. 

Structural Survey 

With respect to the proposed en¬ 
gineering and structural survey, a 
favorable first impression was pre¬ 
sented, by director Stephen Polas- 
chik and James W. Smith, of a 
meeting that had been held with 
key staff members of the consult¬ 
ing firm ,Architectural Affiliates. 
Smith related that they talked 
about setting up a list of priority 
items that could be carried out in 
the near future, and a separate list 
of long-range items that would take 
time to implement, Qne of the pos¬ 
sibilities immediately mentioned 
was to change the oil heating sys¬ 
tem, which might economize in the 
maintenance area as well as direct¬ 
ly in the fuel outlay. 

The firm’s representatives took a 
short tour through a few homes 
and around the grounds, and ac¬ 
cording to director Norman Weyel 
they quickly pointed out some fail¬ 
ings which he has only become 
aware of after a number of years; 
non-closing windows, deteriorating 
window mull ions (strips separating 
glass panes), and inadequate elec¬ 
trical capacity . The frame hordes 
figured as the main subject though 
the brick and masonry homes might 
also be considered ultimately. 

White said that the firm's rep¬ 
resentatives had asked the accom¬ 
panying three-man committee what 
the goal of the survey was - i.e. 
was GHI considering replacing the 
frame homes outright, (a “death 
certificate”) or was the object to 
rejuvenate them so that they could 
last thirty or forty more years? 

Lange felt that a goal did not 
have to be outlined at this time, 


but others though otherwise. Beck 
thought the corporation should have 
a goal in mind before carrying out 
the survey. Manager Roy Brea- 
shears said the consulting firm’s 
approach appeared to be “what can 
we do to make these homes last for 
many more years?” 

With general approval of the 
firm’s capability being voiced by 
board members, the actual me¬ 
chanics of hiring the firm and 
working with it was tackled. There 
was some debate about the best 
size and composition of the liaison 
committee that would work with it. 
The number of people on the com¬ 
mittee was fixed at three, on a mo¬ 
tion by Lange which also author¬ 
ized a contract to be drawn up at a 
cost not to exceed $10,000, Director 
Katherine Keene urged that one 
member of the committee be a wo¬ 
man, who would ensure that the ex¬ 
ternal appearance of the homes 
would be kept in mind; she was 
supported by White. Cathy Foster, 
from the floor, also proposed that 
the committee consist of one board 
member, one GHI management 
member, and one frame house own¬ 
er. Apparently the final make-up 
of the committee is to be decided 
later. 

Budget Straits 

Beck reported for the Finance 
Committee that a preliminary 1972 
budget figure, about $220,000 higher 
than the present budget, has em¬ 
erged; further, this would not in¬ 
clude taxes, which have not yet 
been fixed. He noted that a 1(H£ 
increase in monthly charges - the 
most that can be presently levied 
by the board on its own - can only 
provide $156,000 of this amount. The 
nckiessity of ' board-memper consul- • 
tatiorts to meet this’ situation, in 
the weeks ahead, was stressed by 
Shinderman. 

Complaints 

At the beginning of the meeting, 
several people in the audience reg¬ 
istered complaints about the heat¬ 
ing situation. Mrs. Morley of 15-C 
Ridge and Evelyn Feller maintain¬ 
ed that the practice of turning the 
heat off for a long period at night 
makes the brick and masonry 
homes too cold for comfort. Brea- 
shears outlined the heating sched¬ 
ule and mentioned that he had ac¬ 
tually received complaints of too 
much heat from homes on Plateau 
Place, He noted that in turning 
the heat on, last week, it takes 
three full days for full heat to be 
delivered to some 209 houses; dur¬ 
ing this process a couple of steam 
breaks occurred which had to be 
ren?dred, Lange suggested an early 
trial heating run to uncover such 
troubles, but this is not feasible 
according to Breashears. 

Landlord-Tenant Act 

Lange discussed the proposed 
Landlord-Tenant Act on which 
public hearings are now being held. 
He described it Is a very desirable 
bill, for which he urged GHI to 
support; Betty Allen from th© floor, 
also spoke in favor of it. Lange 
noted that GHI’s subsidiary, Green¬ 
belt Development Corporation, is 
a landlord and that GHI itself acts 
as a landlord with respect to a few 
units it rents — ft will be subject 
to the Act to this extent. However, 
he said that attorney Albert Gins¬ 
berg will request an exclusion for 
the cooperatively owned majority 
of homes in the corporation, while 
expressing support for the bill in 
all other respects; this action was 
passed by motion.

Second Hearing Set for 
Landlord-Tenant Code 

A second public hearing on the 
proposed landlord-tenant code in 
Prince Georges County has been 
scheduled for October 14 at 7:30 
p.m. in the Upper Marlboro Court¬ 
house. The first hearing was held 
October 5. 

The bill details responsibilities 
and privileges of both landlords 
and tenants and provides remedies 
for both in case of unfair or illegal 
treatment. It also calls for the es¬ 
tablishment of a county landlord- 
tenant commission to adjudicate 
owner-renter disputes. 

The commission, consisting of a 
commissioner and administrative 
staff, would be empowered to hold 
rental money and deposits in es¬ 
crow pending the outcome of legal 
contests. It also would have auth¬ 
ority to revoke landlord licenses 
and occupancy permits under cer¬ 
tain conditions. 

The legislation covers mainten¬ 
ance responsibilities, eviction, hous¬ 
ing code conformance, rents, secur¬ 
ity deposits and subletting require¬ 
ments. Councilman Royal Hart, 
D-2nd, introduced the measure at 
the request of County Executive 
William Gullett. 

Citizens comments at County 
Council hearings are limited to 
three minutes for individuals and 
five minutes for group spokesmen.

A breaking and entering at 
Springhill Lake was prevented 
when a floor patio door lock was 
forced open, but the would-be thief 
could not enter due to a metal bar 
which was placed in the track; this 
prevented the door from being op¬ 
ened. Chief Lane wishes to empha¬ 
size the importance of such bars 
in foiling crimes. 

Observing a vehicle without a 
license plate, the police instituted 
a chase. The vehicle did not im¬ 
mediately stop, and when it did, the 
driver ran from the car. The po¬ 
lice caught up with him, a juvenile 
from Beltsville, who had been driv¬ 
ing a car stolen from Laurel. The 
youth has been turned over to ju¬ 
venile authorities. 

Two ladies were arrested at 
Klein’s on October 2, after an em¬ 
ployee observed one of the women 
leaving the store with some un- 
paid-for wigs. According to police 
reports, the suspect threatened to 
shoot the employee and also threat¬ 
ened him with a razor blade. The 
suspect did not have a gun, but 
was arrested, along with her com¬ 
panion. The companion was charg¬ 
ed with insulting an officer and in¬ 
terfering with the duties of a police 
officer. The other woman was 
charged with assault and battery, 
disorderly conduct, and shoplifting. 

Following two incidents last 
week, Chief Lane instructs all par¬ 
ents to tell their children not to 
talk to strangers. In one, a 13-year- 
old girl, walking on Crescent Rd., 
near the Baptist Church, was call¬ 
ed to by a motorist seeking direc¬ 
tions. Approaching the car, the 
motorist exposed himself to her, 
after which she fled. In the second 
case a 15-year old girl was baby¬ 
sitting for two children who were 
playing in the yard. Observing 
them talking to an older man, she 
went out to investigate. Accord¬ 
ing to police reports, the man star¬ 
ted talking to her then changed 
the subject to sex and touched the 
lower part of her body. Through 
investigation, the man was located 
and charged with assault and bat¬ 
tery (for unlawful touching) and 
was released on bond. 

A work program was initiated by 
Chief Lane when the parent of two 


boys, who were responsible for van¬ 
dalizing several automobiles, reques¬ 
ted the Chief to provide some ad¬ 
ditional work for the boys to per¬ 
form. The boys, having paid for 
the damage to the autos, were ask¬ 
ed by the Chief to work four Sat¬ 
urdays, cleaning the Youth Cen¬ 
ter. The boys did so well on their 
job that they were hired by the 
city to do clean-up work. 

During the week of September 
19, the side door of the Lutheran 
Church on Greenbelt Rd. was 
broken open and two dictaphones 
and various religious articles were 
stolen. The police, aided by offi¬ 
cers in Riverdale, recovered the 
religious articles and one dicta¬ 
phone machine in a wooded area in 
Riverdale. The case is still being 
investigated to uncover the sus¬ 
pects. 

On September 27, a coin collec¬ 
tion was stolen from a Hillside Rd. 
residence. The police requested 
city merchants to be on the look¬ 
out for the coins (silver dollars), 
and as a result two male juveniles 
were apprehended, charged with 
theft and unlawful entry. One of 
the juveniles was placed in deten¬ 
tion because his parents refused to 
sign for his release. Chief Wil¬ 
liam Lane wishes to advise resi¬ 
dents to lock their doors when 
leaving their homes. 

A number of thefts are occur¬ 
ring in Springhill Lake, the thief 
enters through the sliding patio 
door. In one case, a television set 
and approximately $300 worth of 
other items were taken. 

PFC Vogel noticed a suspicious 
vehicle in Springhill Lake and 
signalled for the motorist to stop. 
The motorist declined and a chase 
ensued. While attempting a turn, 
the fleeing auto overturned. After 
being treated at Prince Georges’ 
Hospital, the juvenile driver was 
charged with operating a stolen 
car. 

The police are on the look out 
for a white male, between 16 and 
20 years old, who has been expos¬ 
ing himself in SHL, particularly in 
the laundry rooms and on the 
stairways. Four such incidents 
have been reported in September.
